1:.1,2,%, Hezekiah concerning the 
keeping of the Paſſeover, took counſell thereabout, not with the Pricyt s 
one!y, but with his Princes, and all the congregation in Jerula- 
lem, 2 Chron.30.

.S Loyalty to King and Country, is the very 
fortreſs and wall of Polity, being Commanded 
and commended, both by the Laws of God 
and nature ; ſo Pure and wndefiled Religion, is the 
Fountain and Rock of approved Loyalty ; yea, 
equity, charity, ſobriety and loyalty are the Virgin daughters 
of unipotted Piety,as the foreſatd place witneſleth : we could 
be large in this Theme, but wee haſten to the Particular ; ihe 
ſubje& whereof is one of the weightieſt Peeces that yer hath 
been preſented, namely, T he Service-bock, which notwithſtand- 
ing the preſent ſurfeit of Books, yet we hope it ſhall tinde a 
place in the moſt ſerious and judicious thoughts; we may well 
call it with the Comick, Funds noſtr: calamitas,T he overwhelm- 
1ng form of the Purity of worſhip ; for as it is true, No Ceremo- 
ny, no Biſhop, becauſe the Ceremonies are the pitchy wings 
whereon they fly ; ſo it is as true,that no Service-bock , no ( 6- 
remony ; for that is the Magazine of nimble Ceremonies, Dotlor 
Boyes,in his Epiſtle Dedicatory to Kichard Canterbury,upon his 
Expoſition of the Lyturgy, complains heavily, yet caulelelly, 
that the Lyturgy 1s crucified between two /Malefattors, on 
the left hand Pap:ſts,on the right hand Schiſmaticks, meaning 
Puritans ; both of thete hee calls Foxes : but by a juſt retor- 
tion, wee ſnall ſet the ſaddle on the right Horte, and {hall 
make it appear, that the Purity of Chit? his vorthip in this 
Land, hath long been crucified between two T heeves, namley, 
that Superſtitions and Popiſh Liturgy and rank Atherſm,varnith- 
ed with Swperſtition, to whom Wee may well apply that {aying 
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Prefat. in of Luther , They are tied together by their tayls to do miſchief, 


though by their heads they ſeem to bee comrary ; and though wee 
have no time to run over the Common Places of Athe!ſm and 
Superſtition, and to ſhew how like P:/ate and the  Smperſtitions 
Jews, they concur to the crucrfying of Chriſt in his Worſhip ; 
yet, thus much the Scripture witneſieth, and experience p10= 
veth, and we humbly defire your Honours wo mind it, That 
all Superſtition, and the Purity of Gods Worthip, ever have 
been and (hall be at continual wars, and can no more dwell 
under one roof, than a chaſte Spouſe, and a Proud inveigling 
Strumpet ; 01 no more in one Temple, than Dagox and the 
Ark. Superſtitio eſt res i»ſara, Superſtition ( ſaith one ) is a mad 
thing, and io indeed it is ; for it is contrary to the wiſdome of 
the Word, and of the Spirit, which are the ground and life 
of the Worthip of God. Swperſtitio eſt vitiums contrarium Relt- 
gronr, Superſtition 1s a ſin oppoſite to Religion (ſaith Aquinas ) 
wich is very clear from the nature and riſe of it ; for as Relt= 
101 18 a worſhiping of God according to his will, Qauſquis precep- 
3415s Coleſtibus obtemperauit, ts culior eſt, Wholoever tollows 
the Divine Precepts, hze 1s a worſhipper of God, ſaith Lattant, 
buc ſuperſticion carrying the very nauure in the name of it, tels 
us, that it 1s Supra /tatutxm, over and above the Statutes of 
God : the wordin the Greek is dio Searyorie, as if it ſhould 
ſignihe the ſear of the Devil, and the fignificauon ſuis _ 
well with the nature of the thing; for when a Man coyne: 
a Worthip to himſelf, he recedeth ſo far fiom the fear of 
God, and whereas the Devil is the Author of all a. on 
ous worſhip, whether it be of another God, or of ihe true 
God, ater a way of ſeli-device, or will-worthip, then 1t may 
be truly called, rhe fear of the Devil, as the true Worſhip of 
the true God is no:1oned under the name of his fear : this Su- 
perſti;ion ſhutcech up the way to the Jews converſion, and 0- 
peneth the mouths of Atheilticall Gentiles, againſt the Pro- 
teflion of all Religion, in derihon whereof Awverrees 
ſpeaks tauningly thus : Sir anima mea cum Philoſophis, = 
Chr:iſtiant adorant quod edunt; Let my ſoul be with the Philoſophers 
becauſe the C briſtians adore that which they eat : So may ihe 
take occalion-to iay : Let our ſouls be with the Old Cercmo- 
nies, fith the Chiiftians New Ceremonies are ſo foppiſh and r:- 
diculons ; having no footing from the Word of God, ht t0 
ring 
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bring the charge to the Partcales in hand, if our Lyturgy be 
not a Maſs of Superſtition,and Superſtztions {, eremontes, we pro- 
feſs we know not what Szperftirion 15: to inſtance 1t in one 
Particular, nam2ly, in the grand Ceremony of Adoration or 
kneeling at the Sacrament; hath it not been the ſtaff aud ftrentgh 
of that abominable Idol the breaden God ? and if the Maſters

fourth, and Gregory th2 thirteench,offered ro Queen Eliza- 
beth to confirm the Engliſh Liturgy,wimnetſeth Doztor Ab- 
bot,then Prelat of (anterbury,and Maſter Cambden in the lite 
of Queen Elizabeth: to theſe I adjoyn DoKor Boyes, who 
was a butter expoſitor of the Engliſh Luurgy, as Heiga bythe 
Doctors of Dowayes appointment was of the Mais, after 
he had whetted His Teeth upon the Schiſmatiques, in his 
Epiſtle to Bazcroft, he produceth the letter of Przes, for the 
approbation of the Service book ; and notes alſo, the te- 
ſtimony of approbation trom Br:/fow in his motives, Queen 
Elizabeth being interdicted by the Popes Bull, Secretary Wal- 
ſirgham wrought ſo, that he procured two [ntelligencers to 
be 1ent from the Pope, as 1t were, in ſecret into England, to 
whom the Secretary appointed a State Intelligencer to 
be their guide, who thewe1 them Z9ndoz & Canterbury Ser- 
vice in all the Pomp of it, which the Pop:/h Intelligezcers 
viewing and conſidering well, With much admiration they 

wondered,that their Lord the Pope was ſo ill adviſed, or a 
leaſt ill informed,as to interdict a Prince,whoſe Service and 
Ceremonies {0 ſymbolized with his own; and therefore re- 
eurning to Rome, they poſleſt the Pope that they ſav no Ser- 
wvrce, Ceremonies Or Orders in England, but they might very 
well ſerve in Kome, whereupon the Bull was recalled ; to 
this alſo DoQor Carrier a dangerous ſeducing Jeluite,gives 
ample evidence ; the Common-prayer-book ( faithhe ) and 
th2 Catechiſm contained in it, hold no point of Doctrine 
expreſly contrary to antiquity,that is,as he explaineit him- 
lelt, the Romiſh Service, 5. and thereupon he comforte:h 
himſelf with hope of prevailing; andof the like mind Were 
Harding and Briſtow ( as hath been ſaid; ) one more, and 
w2 have done: ' not long ago a Jeſuite meeting a woman in

Further,this 
tymbolization of Papiſts and Prelate-men in the name and 
nature of Maſs and Liturgy, diſcovers how they conipire 
againſt the Truth, and thote who defire to worſhip God in 
Spirit and Truth : it is a tive maxime, Que conveniunt in al:- 
quo tertio, convernnt inter ſe,C+ diſſentiunt a contrario; They 
who agree in a third, agree between themſelves,and diſſent from 
the contrary;If the Papitts then ſort With the Service-book- 
men,in the liking cf the Liurgy, & the Service-book-men 
with ihe Papilts in the liking of the Mais, and ſo agree be- 
twixt themielves, they mult both by conſequent diſlent 
from the true Worſhip of God, which is contrary to it, Laſt- 
Iy,tne Papiſts liking of che Service-book, makes it plainly 
appear, how lice God likes it, for if it were pleating to 
God,it would never pleaſe the Papiſts:as the /ſrae/rtes true 
and tincere worthipping of God was an Abomzation tothe 
/E 01Þ! tans, ſhall we ſacrifice ( f1ith Moſes) the abominations of 
the Eovptian: before their ezes,and will they not ſtone us? Even 
ſo, 1t this Were the true Worthip of God, the Papiſts and the 
Prelatical crue, would never endure it, but would ſtone, 
tear in pieces, impriſon, burn, baniſh, and Kill with all 
manner of cruel:y,as they do,and have done, thoſe that love 
and worſhip God according to his Will ; andas every ſhep- 
herd was an Abomination to the Egyptrars, ſo there was no 
being for ſuch Shepherds, as would not lead out, and lay 
down their ſheep ” that muddy N:/us, or, Egyptian wa- 
ter ; yea, and nor only 1o, but they muſt bear falle witneſs 
in proclaiming it under their hand by ſubſcription, that this 
ſtinking puddle is ihe River of God ; when indeed it is the 
Erphrates of Babylon, by which the Soul of many grieved 
Miniſters hath fit down with tears;being forced to hang his

neither is this al,but when theſe Miniſters & others to fly the 
hatred of Eſa and his brood, hadcaſt themſelves upon the 
ends of the Earth, to enjoy with much aitliction the purity of 
the Ordinances ; yet Eſas his hatred flacked not, like a boy- 
ling Furnace, till he caſt the ſcum of his cruelcy after them, 
doing them all the miſchief he could in Word and deed : the 
Serpent calt not only the flood of waters out of lis movih,that 
way after the woman ; bur alſo purſued others in o:her parts, 
who endeavoured to ſacrifice that wnich God called tor ; for 
proof whereof take Doctor Land his own words, Thrs hand 
( ſaith he ) ſhall reach them, and threatning a Scouth-man tor 
refuſing to take the oath againſt his Country, he laid his hand 
on his breaſt,and vowed and proteſted,as he lived, he would 
make the hearts of all the Scots to ake ; and what had the 
Scots done to him ?

If the Service of the Church, was good inLatine,it remaineth 
g004 in Englith ; for nothing is altered : but to ſpeak with 
knowledge, that which was ſpoken with ignorance, we have 
the \wnole letter im Print at large for your Service,we thought 
fit for brevity, only to tranicribe 1o much as made for the 
clearing of the point;the {um of that which hath been ſaid by 
way of open ditcourſe, we dray up in this Argument, 

That which is word tor word out of the Popith Maſs-book, 
15 not to be offered to God,as worthip,but to be aboliſhed as 
an abomination to him, 

But the Liturgy in controverhie, 1s word for word out of 
the Maſs-book, as hath been proved abundantly,

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poſition of the Argument is proved to the full, ſo the foxmer

44.19.In all which places, the Lord commands all 1dols and 
Idelatrous Service, to be utterly deteſted and abanConed, and 
ſill the ground and reaſon 1s given, that they are abominati- 
ens to the Lord, for ſo the word is in the number of multi- 
tudes ; to ſpeak impartially, we ſee no colour of way to 
evade this Propo:tion, but by undertaking the defence of 
the Maſs-book ; for as Mountague and others produced that 
heir Service 1s the ſame in molt things with the Church 
of Kome, the differences are not great; nor thould they 
make any ſeparation ; then a necetlity is laid upon the Pre- 
lates and the reſt, either to defend the Maſs, ſo far to bg 
the true worſhip of God, againſt the truth, and all Orthgdox 
Writers; or elſe, to give up the Service-book to fall with 
the Original ; and though the Treatiſe will not give us leave, 
to limne out the Maſs 1n every piece, patch'd up by —_

Popes, having given a ſpecification of ſome parts of it, moſt con. 
cerning our Liturgie, yet will it not be amits to Jay down from 
the learned, the firſt entrance of it into Ergland, and then to 
take off briefly; rhe filly defence that the Papilts ſeem to make 
forit, To the former, Awugnſt;ne the Monk ſent from Grego- 
ry, called the Great, for what we know not, except for his 
grand deviſes of Will-worſhip; his man eArſtin finding not 
all things for his tooth in France, pur over into England, and 
there findirg an ignorant King,and a ſuperſtitious Queen, there 
like the envious man, he ſows his corrupt ſeed of all Popiſh 
trumpery, as Maſſes, Letanies, Proceſſions, Copes, Veſtments, 
Altar: Candleſticks, Holy-Waters, Conſecrations, &c. H1- 
ving hke a Serpent deceived the People ( and as the Avoltle , cg, 
faith ) corrupted their minds, from that ſimplicity that ts in 3, 
( briſt, ſore againlt the minds of the godly, and learned Prea- 14.1 
chers of che times, yet, to make them ( as Beda witneflerh ) 
add this condition, which he never ment to keep, that no m4 

ould be forced, or conſtrained therewnto ; but having plaid the 
Wyly Fox in his entry,ro finiſh the work he had begun, he took 
on the Lyons skin, and being oppoſed by one Dinoth a great 
Divine, who withſtood him to his face in a publick Synode, 
avouching, that he ought not to change the ancient form of Re- 
ligzon, neicher would he acknowledge him for Arch-PBihop ; 
but the bloudy Prelate,to be revenged on him, incenſed Ethel- 
dred King of Northamberland againſt him, who murdered the 
Servant and Miniſter of God, and twelye hundred Monks with 
him : afterward about the Year 637. Pope John the fourth, 
ſends over Malitms, Honortins, Juſtus his Bandogs one after ano- 
ther,to hold out and confirm the continuance ot this diſmal al- 
eetation, as they might eahily do once having got footing, for 
Pompous ſuperſtition ſuits roo well with corrupt nature : 
then came in keeping of E after after the Romiſh manner, Mi- 7 ;3, 19. 
nilters called Prieſts, chanting and playing upon Organs, eap.14. 
with all which, godly Beda his ſoul was grieved, who vented 4 geſt. 
his grief in this ſad complaint ; heretofore,inſtead of theſe things, Ang- 
the principal Service of God conſiſted in Preaching ,and Hears Morey 
ing of Gods word, of the

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ly it is rooted out ; that former ledift, Monk Banredi ( as 
they call him ) fousd ſo little entertainment in France, that he 
made little ſtay there, only (fomacking that the Worſhip was 
not after the Romiſh Order, he certified his Maſter by a grie- 
vous complaint, who being more moderate than the Monk, bid 
him take that which was good in eyery Church : but Englmrd 
found that that would nor ferye bimr, of whoſe Maſs and Miſ- 
chiet it could xeyer yer be rid, Itis allo worthy your obſerving z 
how he laid the Forndation of the Aaſs, and eftabliſhed itin 
blood ; yea, that Sce of Canterbrury, in him and his Succeſſors, 
hath been a Sce of Blood , yea, it 1s too well knows, that that 
curſed Mats, whether Larne or Engliſh, hath lived in blood, 
and bathed wn the blood of bodies, ſouls and ſtates, as ſhall be 
zore particularly manifeſted hereafter, 

Now for any thing that can be laid in defence of this Idol, 
the Afaſſe-book, it 1s not worth the citing , and hath been 
more than abundantly refuted ; yer one touch for a taſte, and 
that upon Prayers, becaule it is the SubjeR of our diſcourſe, 
we will ſhew you one place out of the Old Teftamert, and 
another out of the New : ſuch as they make choice of to de.

were ſo, what would it make for them? The Doors of 
Doway are of the {ame opinion, and fuller allo in their 
words; It is meant ( lay they ) of Pxb/ick, Prayer, with obſer- 
vicg ſome Rites, and fer form, in a parcicular p:ace, dedica- 
ted ro Nivine Service, Graat that that were the meaning, as 
indeed it is not, yer what won!d chis make for them ? Would 
the faithiul Prayers of the godly Patriarcks confirm, or 
wepld they not rather contuce the abomnabl:; Praners of the 
Popiſh Maſle ? The word [zvecat, mn the firlt Language 
honifieth allo to prophane, thoug' nor fo in this place ; for it

The other place which I touch upon, and which they do e- 
oregiouſly abulc ( as they do many more ) is from the New 
Teftamevr. 1 1 im, 2, v0.1.1 exhort therefore, that firſt of all 
Supphications, Proyers, Tuterceſſtans, and Tharnks-givmes, be 
made for ail men : out of which words of the Apoltile,the Rhe= 
mitts make this deduRion, rhat rhe Prayers and Petitions of the 
Maſe, are deduced ont of the Apoſtle his werds, producing, or 
rather traducirg ; the Fathers, making them ſpeak that for the 
Mafle which they never meaac : the tranſcription of allthe pal- 
ſages would be too tedious : but ler Maſter Cartwrights an- 
wer ſuffice. Firſt by way of Conceſſion, grant the Maſs- book 
to have ta it the ſame prayers that the Apoſtle commands, will 
it therefore follow ( faith he ) that their prayers ts the true ſcr- 
vice of Goda ? no more than the ufing,or rather abuſing of the 
words of Inftitution,7h:s ts my body makes for the Jultitying of 
Tranfubſtantiation. [rchanters ard Charmers vie many hol 
words in their Charms, as they do with a piece of the firſt Chap, 
of S. Fohns Goſpel : but it agravateth their fin, This plea from 
good wores,ſs, or hath been too frequent in the mouths of ſome 
Profeſlors, whom we defire to fatisfie with this anſwer, Again, 
if their whole Letargy or S:rvice be here as they ſay, where are 
their Mactens, Even-ſorg, Compliz, Proceſſion, Dirgie, cc, As 
for the name Maſle ulcd by the Fathers, we are to under- 
Rand, as Mornrey and othets well obſerve ; that as the 
Church finding eaſe, and growing in Wealth, under and af- 
ter {,-r/trntines ime, fell to grow a little gawdy to pleaſe 
the Gentiles, and alſo to allure both rhe Jews and Gentiles ; 
the Chriſtians were content to hear and ſpeak antiquated 
Names, as Altars, Sacrifices, Prieſts, and ſo fell io the word 
Miſſa z bus it is as clear on the other fide, that never one 
of the Fathers alleadged , nor Orthodox Councels did uſe any 
of cheſe wotds in cheir Sence z and this may ſuffice for the 
Popiſh Maſlc, They allo abulechat place ct the 4s x3.2, 
tranſlating it as they were ſaying Maſſe ; but the foolery of it 
2S hath bcen faid, anfwcrerh ic fel, The Maſle then be- 
mg fuch 2 piece, as it was Exglands great unhappicels to

of Darknels, and trons the ſhadow of Death, it was oreas 
incogitancy ( to ſpeak the leaſt) in our Reformers, in King 
Edwards dayes, to take a Mopk from among the Canraanites, 
and putting a coat of Engliſh cloath upon it, to repreſent it, be- 
ing an unclean Beaſt, as a ſervice to the Lord: \tis no bereer 
truly than the excommunicate thing, What had we to do 
with the River of Nilzs? How could we look to pick Gold 
out of the Popes Dung-hill, where there is nothing but mire and 
dirt?

but now, left they ſhould patch up his Service with ſome Hca 
theniſh tricks, he liriftly inhibi:s chem, ſo much as to inquire 
of their Gods, ſaying thus, How d:d theſe Nations ſerve 
their Gods, even ſo will I dy hkewiſe , where the Hebrews obs 
ſerve, rwo things are obſerveable : Firlt, Idolacrous Service 
is not to be inquired after, becauſe that occafioneth a turning 
jaro it; and ſecondly, all imication of ſuch ſervice is forbid- 
dea, Cypryans complaint cited by the anſwers to che Humble 
remonſlrance luis well to this purpoſe : Ad hoc malorum deve- 
[nta e5t Eccleſia Dei, ſporfſa Chriſti, #c.The Church of God 
and Spoule of Chrit, falls unhappily into this cvil exigent , 
Hr lux de tenebris mutuernr ff id faciant Chriſtiani quod Antie 
chriſt i faciunt:That light ſhould borrow from darkn:(s,c>+ Chri- 
ftt.ans ſhould do that in Gods ſervice, eſpecially which the waſſels 
of Antichriit do. From this diſcovery allo che Service-book 
1s unbotromed of that main Picea from antiquity , which 
DoQor Hall tn his humble Remonſtrance makes his, ſheet 
Anctor ; but Smetftymnuus MF aniwer puis him to it, that

ly he can go no higher than the Mafſe-book ; and wen ic 

hath gone as high, or higer than it can, ſometime abuſing Scrip- 

eure, and lometime burting upon the coined and counterfeit Lt- 
rurgies, fachered falſely upon the «Ap:/les ard Diſciples a oe 
Chriſt; yea, and allo upon the Fathezs, as Peter, James, - wag 
Matthew, Andrew, Denis, Clement, Bajil,Chryſoſtome,and c> 4 gy z, 
thers ; the falſhood whereof Aſorrey dilcovers at large : yer 

for all this, faith the noble defender of the Truth : the Popyh 

Maſſe is no part, nor ever was of the Divine Serwice of God, 

and therefore the Engliſh Liturgy ouc of ir, and not able to aſcend 

higher than ir, can be no Divine Service, as they call it ( and 

that inclufively, by Catexocher, or excelicxcy ) ir con be no 

Divine Service, but is indeed a deviſed Service ; bu: ſuppoſe ir 

or the w1bloody Sacrtice of the Mais, ſhould look as high as 

Cain nr bloody Sacrifice, yer if there want truth, they would 

prove no better than antient errors. | 

Laſt of all, ro ſhutup the Point, the diſcovery whereof Sect 

caſts the Decor upon a very foul ſhift ; namely, che denying 
of the Liturgy to have its riſe, or to be ſeletted ont of i| e Kom.n 
models : wherein we beſeech your Hocours, to caule him to 
deal, Obſignatis rtabulis, by comparirg the Books tc gerher :

is not only touched in Conſcience for her evil life, but allo de- 
fires to be reQified in the cale of Religion, Chriſt healech her 
of both thoſe Diſeaſes, and having given check ( as a Father ob- 
ſeryed ) both to the artogancy of the Samaritans, and of the 
Jewes; for the latter was faulty as well as the former, though 
not in the like degree, he layeth down an undeceivable Rule for 
both, that they,and all who will worſhip God acceptably muſt Wor 
ſhip him in ſpirit and in truth , in ſprrit, that is oppoled to bodily 
ſervice,as waſhings,anointings, garments,C&'c, In trath,that is op- 
poſed to ſhadows and fignres, whereof Chriſt is the ſubſtance and 
the body ; ſuch converrs then as will reap Comfort out of reſpe& 
had unto all Geds Commardments, they mult come down Hm 


the mountains of impure worſhip, Auſtin hath a retty laying up- ok. 


on this,that he that will draw near to God, ft come down from 
his own mountain, or from the mountain of hit own device in 
Gods worſhip ; it is a duty laid on Chriſts Meflengers, in prepa» 
ring of his way, to lay thole mountains level, as well as others ; 
but the good men durlt not meddle with the Gerezzm of the 
Service-book, hecauſe they were captive to it, and partly be- 
cauſe the Philsſt1ms thax kept it, would fall upon them.

We come 1n the ſecond place to the Ordinances, blocked up SeR, 


by the Book as cloſe as the M;r;fters, we wult give but a touch : 
as ourLiturgian Maſr-morgers,elteem more of the Service,than 
Preaching ,o they juſtle our,and keep our Preaching with it. For 
the former, let Howſor _ not being aſhamed to aflert, Thar 
Preaching 1s no part of divine worſhip, agrecable to that Canon 
of the Conſtitution, Ano. 1603. making a clear and poſinive 
dittintion berween Preaching and Worſhip, in theſe words, 7+ 
time of divine Worſhip, or Preaching. And for the latter, we will 
cite but one teſtimony tor breviries ſake, namely, from the ſame 
Canons: If any Miniſter having ſubſcribed to the Articles,& to 
the Lyturgy, & to the Rites & Ceremonies therein contamed, do 
afterward omit any thing, he is liable to the penalty of ſn(penſion 
for one month, ofter that if he amend not,to e xcommunicaticn: 
and laſtly, if he continue ſo the third month, tatatal deprivation ; 
they, 
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36) 
they have their pattern from Pope Pims the fifth, who made the 
ſame impious ſanRion, for the Breviary,that at no time,nor in any 
caſe,any thing thereof ſhould be omitted ; yea, the Congreeations 
of London have had too much experience of Service for Sermons, 
which exchange # very robbery,contary to the proyerb ; for it is 
ordinary with the Journez-men Levites, and Letany- Prieſts, to 
ſpin-our all the time, in making up that conſe thred of the Ser 
vice, that is allotted for Sermons ; ard this they doof malice, 
like the dogg in the manger ; but were ic good, they would ne- 
yer be ſo eagerupon it; for the Countrey Prieſts will caſt it 
through a riddle, and curtail ic to the waſte, to gain a long afcer- 
noon tor prophane ſports ; but judge ye Honourable Senators, if 
this be not a miſerable caſe, that Hagar ſhould not only inſult 
over Sarah, but alſo rhruſt her out of her own houſe : How un- 
reaſonable, yea how dangerous a thing ic is, that the wholſome 
and ſorl-ſaving Word of the Lord Jeſs, ſhould give place wo a 
fardel of mens devices in the Worſhip of God ! 

We come now in the third place, to the People ; There are 
three things of note in every Common: wealth, a5, ads, viucs, 
the People, Religion,and Law,the Service-book intrencheth up- 
on all theſe: as firſt upon the Law,in ſo many particulars,though 
we cannot name them all, that ir jultly may be called Nomoma- 
ſtix, a ſcourge to the Law, we will inſtance in one or two par- 
ticulars : firſt by che Law of England, No ( lergy-man to the ve- 
ry Pope himſelf, ſhall bear any Rule, or exerciſe any jwriſaittion, 
Niſs in rebus ſpiritualibus,except tn ſpiritual things : witnels the 
ſecond Lawyer that ever wrote of our Laiys, namely, * Braftoy, 
who lived in the time of King _ the third, when Popery was 
in the Ryffe ; for a little before, in King Johy his time, the Crown 
of England was at the Popes diſpoſing, which I alledge the ra 
ther to ſhew the 1nſelency and [mpudency of our Prelates mas 
waging of the Service-book againſt the Law ; to which Book, 
if Miniſters will not conform and ſubſcribe,they out them of their 
Free-holds, contrary to Right and Law ; the iniquity of which 
courſe hath been clearly manifeſted in (audryes Caſe. Another 
witneſs yet more antient appears in this particular, namely,*G/an. 
vil, the firſt that ever writ of our Lawes in the time of King 
Henry the ſecond, under whom the faid Author was Lord Chief

Juſtice, and ſpeaking If the Caſe of the triall of advoyſons be- 
longing (as he alledgeih) A4 Coronam & digniratem Regiam, 
to the pleas of the Crown ; he produceth a prohibition"to 
the ſpiricual Court, Wiich he callech Cariam Chr ftiamta:is, 
that thzy meddle not with the matter, though it might leem co/- 
latera'y to belong unto their Courts ; and it they ſhould perſiſt 
afrer their Prohibition , then they are commanded by appea- 
rance to anſwer itin the K:ngs-Bench, Bur how many of the 
Kings prohubutions have been thghted by the High Commiſſion, 
threacning thole that have broughe them, the Caſe then depen- 
ding, having its riſe from that Service-book ; 


Anocher inſtance we will cite of their inconntering of the Se&. 


Lawes, it is decreed, thac EccleſiaZtical power, ſhall neither ins- 
priſon nor fine, except in caſe of mutation of Penance : but how 
many good Chiiſtians, bo'h Minittests , and others, have been 
no: only Fined more chin they were worth, but alto clolely 
impriſoned in 1he naftieft dog-holes they could deviſe, never 
Parting with them till their breach deparred from them ; And 


what was the ground of all theſe illegell and cruel courſes Star. 4rr. 
con:rary to the Ccmmon and Statute Laws, but Non-conformity clevi c.1. 
to that Service-book and Ceremonies ? We might be large in this #'*2%e7. 


Point, but the Trextile will not ber it, onely we Pray your Ho- 
noutrs , Who are Juices & Vindices Legis, the Judges and Reven- 


= of the Lawes and breaches thereof, io look upon this Layw- Edvw.3. 
altroying-piece, and to manifeſt that the Layy of God is in your c-6+ 


hearts, with which it cannot conliſt ; caſt it out of Gods Houſe, 
thit he may delight to dwell amongſt us, 

In thz tecond place, for the Service-bookes affronting of Re- 
{igion, ſomewhat hath been ſaid, and more we have to ſay in 
the fourth Evill effeft, namely againſt God : but now a little 
more of its malignity agiiyſt the people, wherein we will be 
briefz : People are of two torts good and bad : how the better ſort 
have ſuffzred from this Iron Furnace, icis more then mani- 
feſt, in ſpoyling of their goo1ls, loſs of liberty , defolating of 
their Families, being forced to wander from place to place, 
their nigh friends and acquaintance no: daring through fears 
to lodze them ; at laſt, forced either to forſake their native ſoyl 
and deareſt friends, with no [mall grief, geo pairiz plangente, 
the genius of the Country, to ſpeake with Lipſius, lamenting after

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them ; or if they ſaid by it, _ " "8 catched in the Prelates 
clutches, they told them when they petitioned, they ſhould lye 
till their bones rotted, as Door Abbot, then Prelate of Canter- 
bury, ſaid of Mr, Baits, whom they ſtifled in the Gate-houſe ; and 
all this, becauſe thzy could not eat and ſwallow down, to the 
choaking of th2ir conſcience, the Arſmcal Goblets of that poyſo- 
nable Book, which 1s worſe than the Iron Furnace ( for 1o the 
Spirit terms it:) Gods _ came out of that, but the Furnace 
heated for the »ot adoring by their Service-book,, as Nebuchad- 
nez2ars, for not adoring Ot his 1dol, did ordinarily conſume ſuch 
as were calt into it ; 1o that it became like the Lions Deane, 
whereof the Pozt ſpeaks, 
Omma te advorſum ſpeitantia, nulla retrorſum : 

Many impreſhons of ingreſs, but none of regreſs, But is this 
all ? no, though it be roomuch ; if any out of their zeal to Gods 
Worſhip, ttand up in oppoſition againſt that Golrab, willing to re- 
deem and buy the Truth,at whatſoever rate they ſhall buy it; In- 
deed, if the adverſaries may have their will, not only with hands 
ſpoyling of their houſes, expoſing of their ſanulies to all manner of mi- 
feries, but alſo with blows, and that not of an ordinary fize, but 
with torments and rortwres unparalleled, as cutting, branding, ſlt- 
ting, whipping, beſides ſhameful pllorixg, with cenſures of fines 
upon one, more than they were-all worth : Afrer all this, they 
cannot ſatishe their rage, in deviting Golgotha's bad enough, 
wherein to drain out their hearts bloods, being deprived of the 
company of their wives, families and friends, and uſed worſe 
than Dogs. Of ſuch heavy inflictions upon Minitters and Gods 
People, we profeſs, we never read nor heard, neither under the 
Heathen Rome, not Amtichriſtian Romes Perſecution; for though 


they tortured the Martyrs of Chriſt, yet they rid them out of their 


mileries with taeir lives;yea,the crueleſt kind of American Sava- 
ges, Called the Mohawkes, though they fatned their captive Chri- 


-thians to the ſlaughter, yet they eat them up at once : but the 


Service-book ſavages eat the ſervants of God by piece-meal, keep» 
ing them alive (1t 1t May be calleda life ) Kr ſextiant ſe mort, that 
they may be the more ſenſible of thery dying. One inſtance,and but 


.one occurs to out reading, that hath ſome reſemblance of this 


dealing. Cat»{xs,to revenge his brothers death,defired Sylla to ler 
him have Maris his brother to revenge himlelf upon,who is ſaid 


this to torment him :; Cum

The 
aforeſaid Poet gives a good reaſon for it in theſe words : Nulius Lucas. !. 
ſemel ore receptws, pollutns patitur ſanguis manſueſcere fauces, Eng. '* 14 
liſhed thus : Never again grow thoſe jaws pure, that blood did Mey 
once diſtain. And why are theſe harmleſs men made worſe than 
ſheep to the ſlaughter, but that they meddle with Dana, the 
Service-book,, and the Maſter and Wardens of that Company, 
who may truly ſay with Demetrius, In Tev]ns The ipyacicgg 4vae- 
eltousy, By this craft we get our goods ;, So we have better ground 
than Zipporah had, calling Moſes a bloody huxbend, to tay and At9- 
maintain it, That the Service-book, is a bloody Book, Another ſort *® 
of Gods People there were, who were ſo terrified with the cruel 
uſage of their Brethren, that either they durſt not ſearch into the 
rottenneſs of this Prece, and ſo like blind men that ſwallowed 
many fiyes ; and ſome it may de, that did ſee the evil of it,durſt 
not avoid 1t for fear of a worfe turn from the Scribes and Pha- Fob. 1%; 
riſes, than caſting ont of the Synagogue. 41» 

Laſtly, Some people profeſſing the Lord Jeſus, and having been «< 
very uſefull in Gods Houſe, by the neceſlary avoiding of this *** 
Quick-ſand, have, for want of good take-heed, been caſt upon 
the Rocks of Separationg Anabaptrſms, and other unſound Tenents, 

Which hath made a very great breach in Profefſion, ' For which, 

ſee more in Zens Plea, And though the riſe of Separatiſm, and 

other SeQs, be there juſtly charged upon the Hierarchy, yet by P.3#4z8s, 
ſhunning of this ſour paſture, they fall unadviſedly foul, on ** 
breaking of the hedge. 

Now we come to the worſer ſort of people ; of whom we 5/2. 
may truly ſay that, which the Phariſees did.falfly of Chriſt, 4A = 
Curſed prople, not kyowing the Law ; alt the provocations in the 
' F 2 Land, 
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Land, have not made havock of {lo many ſouls, eſpecially under 
colour of g0o1, as this hath done ; if 1gnorance be the mother of 


Pro.:0, deftrattion, then much guilt liethupon the Service-book, Where 
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there is no viſins , the prople muſt periſh, or,in the firlt Language, 
arc left naked, So how many Congregations are fſtript Rarke 
naked of the Word in this Land ? in ſome of which it 1s well 
known , there hath ſcarce been a Sermon in an age ; and in moſt 
places waere they have Preaching , it is neither Seed to beget, 
uor Bread to feed upon, And what makes this nakednef, but the 
Lyturgy ? which is exmity,both to good Miniſters and Mintery : 
For as the Izze, which winding it ſelf about the Yine, draws the 
{ap and ſpirit out of it ; ſo the advancement of this Liturgy,leaves 
neither {fe nor ſpirit in the Ordinance of the Word ; and being 
lihe Prieſt Ike People, love to have it ſo: for the Liturgy will never 
bring them out of the deadly Lethargy of fin ; it will never 
awake the ſoul, nor pierce the conicience;and therefore they love 
it,1s Micah did his /doll, But let a man of God, by the light of 
the Word,diſcover their wretched condition,he had as good ſtir 
in a Hornets neft, they will quickly hunt him and purſue him to 
the Lyons der,if they can : but (God be bleſſed for it) the Beaſts 
are in chaſe themſelves, The love and liking of evil men unto 
this Book , is an evidence of the badneſs of it , for if it were 
Gods Ordinance , they would hate it, as they do the Ordinances 
of Ged ; as Iſaac took Abimelech his ſending of him away for a 
token of his hatred : ſo when a ſoul hating people ſet away the Word, 
and cleave to. the Service, or the Service joyned, itmay be, with 
ſome dead Miniftery, then it 1s a token that they hate the former, 
and love the /atter, A worthy Minſter went to viſit one of his 
flock upon his death-bed, a man of qualrty, for the world, but an 
enemy to g»9dneſs, the Minſter groping the pulſe of his eſtate, he 
avkhed the Miniſter what he thought of the Biſþop of Canterbury, wnich 
the Mimfter waving ( tt being dangerous _ to call a ipade a 
ſpade) he acked the party if he would pray with him,he replyed, yea,if 
be would do it on the Bark,of Common-prayer, To ſhut up dis oint, 
We will make but general mention of the troubles, which this 
Book did bring upon the Engliſh exiles in forragn Nations in the 
tim2 of th: Marian perſecution, for the information 1n the par- 
ticulars whereof, we refer you to a Book called , The troubles of 
Frankeford, where from their firſt ereQing of a. hy ” 

anckg- 
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Frankgford, Anno 1 5,54. this Book and the Patrons thereof, never 
left perſecuting of thoſe that could not brook it , rill after the 
death of Queen Mary they teturned home : In theſe troubles we 
commend three things to confiderat ion ; Firſt , in all theſe broyles 
and unchriſtian vexations,the maintainers of the Book dealt both 
wmaliciouſly and fraudulently with the other party. The ſecond thing, 
the Patrons of the Book,could not alledge any thing for it,and tor 
others that they held,but ſuch Popiſh fff as they did foot upon. 

Laſtly,ſome of thoſe Patrons _ their retuin,became peiic- 
cutors of ſuch as ſtood for the whole truth. 

The laſt evil effett, but not the /eaft, is againſt God, we mean Fe7, 
direttly, or more immediatly, for indirettly all the other effedts 
were againſt God ; bur as all fin provokes God, ſo corrupt worſhip 
is that ſin againſt which the jealoufie of God is inflamed , and he Exod z0, 
becomes a conſuming fire ; yea, the Lord calleth ſuch worſhip by $- 
way of tranſcendency,abomination, If Moſes would not ſacrifice many Sh 
in Egypt , becauſe it was an abomination to the Lord, ( as hath no qo » 
been 1aid ) why ſhould we provoke the Lord by abominable ; Kin.:3 
ſervice ? All Syſtems of Theology are full of this in the Theſs, 15. 
therefore we ſhall not inſiſt upon it , but come as briefly as we Exod 8+: 
can,to-adde ſomething,to that which hath been ſpoken of the Hy- *'* 
potheſis,or Service-bock,, which Mr. Calvin calleth ( as hath been 
laidin his Letter to Frunkeford) the leavings of the Popi(h dregs ; 
ſo the Papiſtical Ceremomes therein contained, are truely cal- 
led by that Franckeford-book,, burthens , yokgs and clogs to Gods 
People and his ſervice ; Beſides thoſe which have been named, P<2g- 
we will ſpeak but a word or two more, namely , of Feſtival 
dayes, to Saints, atleaſt tranſitive , though not determinative, 
as Papiſts excuſe their Iolatry, The other is. kneeling at the 
Communion ; the former 1s an iatrenching upon Gods Prerogative : 
For, . none cap: appoint an holy day , but he who hath made the daves, 
and hath all power in his own hand , -which is clear : Firſt, 
from the Denomination of them in both .Teſkaments , in th Old Lerir. 
they are called the So/emn Feaſts of Jehovah , not onely- becauſe 23 *-

they were't9 be kept to Jehovah , but alſo becauſe they were of 
his appointing ; and ſoin the New Teſtawent, as we read but of **" 
one , tor the ſelf-ſame reaſons,it is called The Lords day : ano- 
ther inſtance for clearing it from that brand of rebukg , that is ge, 


put by God upon that Jeroboam. that made Iſras! to fin : ie , and 10. "7

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be only, that the Book of God (42) of, took upon him, befidey 
all his dos and [dolatrows tricks, not to appoint another Nume- 
r:cal day, but the ſame day of anotherMonth, namely, the e:ghth 
mmth, Where God hath appointed the ſeventh memrh, and that 
out of reſpects ſpec:onfly politich,, becaule in the e:ghth moneth all 
the harveſt wox{d be 11,and they might feaſt more freely.

Rep. 21, than ever God gave to the Jews: We will not infiſt on this ſubjeR, 
they who will know more of it, let them reade Altare Damaſce- 
P. 6:42, 2m, only we will point at theſe two places, which may fully 
©.21.4, hew the unlayfulneſs of them : Te obſerve years and dayes, 1 ans 
1c, 11, Afraid of ye: Let no man judge you in meat or in drink, or in any part 
Col-2,15 *f an holy-day. Yet thoſe holy-dayes,though then out of date,were 
better than ours, for th2y were of Gods apporntment,and ſo are not 

ours, 

Sea. Followeth in the next place Kneeling at the Sacrament, the laſt 
particular that weare like fo touch upon; for if we ſhould reckon 
up all, a great volumn would not hold them, This Popeſh modern 
Colum. Poſture, of not above four hundred years Randing, Which (as hath 
been ſaid) and Peter Martyr witneſleth, Propter tranſubſtantia- 
tionem (# realem praſentiam iunvetta et in Eccleſiam, Ge. That to 
muntain Tranſubſtantiation, or real preſence, it was brought 
into the Church,and therefore to be abandoned with it, Though 
Innocent the third, 1215, enaRed for Tranſnbſtantiation, and He- 
norirs his ſucceſſor decreed for a reverent rmclination of the body, 
to the Sacrament changed into a breaden God, yet was it not uſed 
until the ſucceeding Popes, thinking this reverence not enough 
for the countenance and maintenance of their upſtart Deity,allotred 
thereto the higheſt point'of Adoration, for which there is neither 
Scriptute nor Antiquity ; neither Precept nor c——— but 
: r0M 
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from the man of fin ; neither do -y Churches'uſe it, ſave the 


Synagogue of Rome, ſome Lutheran Chwrches,and oxrs ; and how- 
ſoever this miſplaced worſhip hath been ctuelly manned out by the 
Prelacy, and fomented by that miſ-begotten conceit of humility 
in Gods Worſhip, becauſe they kneyy no better, yet the truth is, 
it is meer will-worſkip,and hath been a ſharp rod to Gods People; 
yea, and proved a Scorpron to ſomes Coniciences : witneſs the 
former, the violent deaths of divers for refuſing this geſture, as 
that worthy Gentleman, Mr, Dyton, ſtifled by his impritonmenc 
in the Gatehouſe ; Mr. Porter of Ware in the New-priſon, and 
others : but becauſe many learned and unanſyerable Treatiſes. 
are out againſt this diſapproved geſture,itſhall be needleſs, «tun 
agere, to do a work ſo often done, It is true, ſome have attemp- 
ted to ſay ſomething for it ; but in the ballance of truth, hoc ali- 
guid nih1l eſt, that ſomething is juſt nothing : For brevities ſake 
we will only ſhut up the- Piece with one binding Argument : 

To adore in, by, or before a Creature reipeitively, or with a 
relation to the Creature, is Idolatry : 

But to kneel at the Sacrament, is to adore 1n,by,or before a Crea- 
ture reSpettrvely, with relation to the Creature ; Therefore it is 
Idolatry. 

The explanation of the Terms, will make the Argument the 
better caderficed : as fiſt, Adoration is the highzſt point of ex- 
ternal worſhip, which God will no: admit With an intervenient or 
relative reſpe& to any Creature : for that makes the Creature 
Objeftum ſignificative 4 quo, that is the menive of the worſhip ; 
the Terms thus explained : this is the very ſame Argument that 
our learned 'Divines ſtop the Paprſt mouthes with, in the point of 
adoring God mediatly by the Creature: And as the Papiſts can- 
not deny the major ; ſo ſence and reaſon, yea, the injunction of 
the Commanders, all verifie the truth of the minor 1n Kneelers ; 
for they cannot deny the Elements to. be the motive of theix 
kneeling, the Concluſion then mvſt needs hold ; that it is TdoTa- 
try disjunct, or improper at leaſt,as we argue againſt the Papsſts : 
Butif the minds of thouſands of ignorant receivets in the Coun- 
try were known, 1t 1s to be feared they fall foul on conjung or 
proper Idolatry, making the Bread Oftjettum determinativum, in 
plain, the Bread the 06, ett of their Worſhip; with which fin the 
Papiſts charge all ihe Proteſtant kyeelers : tor, if Chriſt _—_— 
there 
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there bodily (fay the Jeſuits) K, a Mp rather be racked with horſes 
than Franr 4 So laid Spalato after his revolt to Rome,and we confels 
ingenuouſly, if the Paprſts ſhould retort this argument upon us, 
it would put the learnea'ſt Conformers to a nom-plas to evade 1t, 
Here wereplace to have a fling at the Croſs , but we referre the 
defirnus Reader to Zins Plea, Wherein there is a {uccinR and 
teaned Treatile againit the Croſs, proving it by many ſong 
Arguments, tobe the mark of the Beaff, All thele , and much 
more, are the houthold-ſtuff of the Service-book, againſt which 
we will produce one argument more in the cloſure of this point, 
namely, God will not hear the Prayers of the Service-Book;Ergo, 
they are not to be offered. 
The Antecedent ſhall be prove1 from that place of Saint Johns 
Ioh. 9.31 Golpel ; God heareth zot finners, if any man be a worſkipper of him, 
and doer of hs will , him he heareth : out of the latter part , we 
reaſon thus negatively, a contrario : thoſe prayers Which are not a 
doing of the will of God,Gol hearethnor, 
This Propoſicion is confirmed from o:her-places,the [ztercefſſi-

Val 57- 
ſence of God in the Aſſembly, where the faichful inhabir, the An- 
gels frequent,and God himle]t dwelleth. How cutious was Aſeſes, 
the man'of God, in the matter and manner of Gods. worſhip,that Exod.to 
he would neither have hora nor hoof, over or under the Com- 25 
mandement that was the ground of his punRuality, from which 
be would not go one hairs breadth: and whereia we intreat your 
Honours to follbw him to the full, | 

Caleb is ſaid to follow God ; We will go and ſacrifice unto the 
Lord onr God, as he ſhall ſay #nto ws ; Can it be lo ſaid of the Ser- 
vice-book,? No ſure, it is no ſacrifice of a ſweet ſmell. Letany 
man that fearech God, tell us ingenuouſly, if he belieyerh char, , 
Chriſt, the Golden Cenſer, (ianding at the golden Altar, will re- 4. 
ceive the Lytmrgie prayers, and perfume them with the odopys of 
his merits, preſent them: to the Father ; ſurely we have no gronnd 
for it, becauſe*(as aforeſaid) they ate not according to the will of Rom. 7.2 
his Father, Yea, Chrilt ſeems bw threaten out of his own mouth 7: 
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the contrary, in Pſal. 16. > 20. Chriſt, he ſpeaking of, 
and chreatning therr Tdolatroys fervice, he tells them plainly, he ' 
Will not poxr ont their oblations, that is,he will not be a Medzator 
to their ſervices; and ſurely this is no acceptable fervice ; it is no

the meaning is, He cauſeth us to make requeſt. To be briet, ler PÞil-1-4- 
us ſee how to uncy this knor; If Paw! in theſe words preſcribed _ 
a ſet Form, and Timothy made it the furniture of Gods Howſe, 
then ſuch a Form ſhould be found ; and all the Prayers en joyn- 
ed by Pal, ſhould be ſet Forms, becauſe he enjoyns no other 
Prayer here, chan he doth otherwhere in other words, hgnifying 
to Pray, as Howe!, and wyeowyouer, both fignifying to pro, 
Luk,22.33+ 1 Cor.

It is oblerved as a cultom among the Papits,that they bury 
their Pre/.tes in all cheir Pontifical robes, of which a learned 
Divine cells us, he could give no realon, except they meant 
they (hould do ſervice when they were dead, that had never 
doue any thing alive. If your Honours will lap up the Prelates 
inthe >e2r-cloth of their own Surplices, and intomb them

P[#/mi't Complainech of the injurious evil done upon Gods Pl. j4 
Church and Pcople, aggravaring it from this, (that is it was 22 
framed by a decree 3; which placz, the Authour of Zions Plea, 
apphieth very pertinently ro the Hierarchy, proving it to be the 
Vaſter-lin,wherewith the Church and Scate are peſtered, and 
for which eſpecially,God hath a controverſte with us, becauſe 
it 1s decreed by a Law;and as a Law for the Hi-rarchy proved 
of no force to keep it up,no more than che late Lawes of Scot- 
land could uphold their Prelates: ſogrant that there were a 
Law for the Service-b0ck, , che ching being nanghr, what could 
it helpit ?

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for giving ſatisfaftion to ſcrupulous conſciences, for the war-

Tothe ſecond head ; for a ſet form of [iturry in publique, 
we an{wer, that with all the Reformed Churches we do aliow a 
ſound form of ſet-liturgy, as an exampler, orprelident of our 
preformance of holy ordinance, but ſo that none ſhould tie 
bimſelf, or be tied co thoſe i'rayers, exhortations, and other- 
things, in the Lytwrgy, much leſs (hould it be violently chruſt 
upon any Miniſter or People ; which proves in very deed a li- 
miting of che ſpiric, eſpecially, in a Miniſter able to pray in & 
by the Holy Ghoft, yea, ic a very tranſplancatijon of the Eſ- 
ſence or Nature of Prayer, wherein the words are to follow 
the affeions, and not the affe&ions the words, as it doth in * 
the beſt ſet formes ; but for our Liturgy, what can be ſaid for 
form, or hath been ſaid, that cannot beſaid for the Popiſh Li 
turgy,bur the clothiug ic in anott er tongue? yet chis 1s prefſed 
under great penalcy, upon ail the Miniſters; who if chey had 
the tougues of Angels, they ſhould not pray till every rag & 
remuant of that beſaid. Toſbut up the bulineſs, if his Li- 
turgy qe cavit m4'i, being the head peece of our evil, be pug 
away,we ſhould haye no more ado about ſuch a Liturgy, than 
the Maſters of the Synagogue had, when after the reading of 
the Law and the Prophets, they deiired Paul to preach, where 
without queſtion, as the learned oblerve, Prayer was not 
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
